T he prem ier 
and the K ing had b reak fast to g eth er 
and later stro lled upon the te rra c e of 
the fam ous old cattle. 
T h e prem ier 
s.moked a cig a r and em phasized some 
of th€ poinUs of his tiilk by a slig ht 
w ave of his hand as the convers ition 
continued. 
A fter leaving the King , 
P re m ie r Lloyd G eorg e m otored to In­ 
verness w here he was g iven 
h vocifer­ 
ous welcome. 
As he climbed from his 
autom obile in front of town hall the 
tow ns folk and to urists set uj) a wild 
cheer. 
All of th e m em b ers of the cabinet 
a re here with the ex ception of M ar­ 
q uis C urzon who is ill. and as they 
aasem bled, it was 
freely 
predicted

Dav is Cup Has 
Glo be Tro t Reco rd

.NEW YORK, Sept. 7 
The Davis 
Cup, which ranks with the America’3 
Cup as one of the world’s most fam­ 
ous sporting trophies, and in defense 
of which the American team will meet 
the A ustralians 
(or Japanese— Edi­ 
tors, please make 
conform) 
in 
the 
first matches of the challenge round 
at Forest Hills today, has traveled 
100,000 miles in twenty yearS. 
The mileage record of the cup it­ 
self throws a significant sidelight on 
the magnitude of the contest. Last 
year for instance, the United States 
team that brought the cup home from 
Australia, where it has rested for six 
years, traveled 27,000 miles. “Billy” 
Johnston had to go from San Francis­ 


co to New Yo rk, then to Lo ndo n, then 
back to San Francisco by way of New 
York. He sailed from Vancouver to 
Auckland. New Zealand; 
then dash­ 
ed off a thousand miles or so to Syd­ 
ney, put in another thousand miles in 
Australia and then embarked again 
tor San Francisco and home. 
The other members <*: the team of 
course, had to cover the 
same 
dis­ 
tance, so it was not surprising that, 
when they got back, Sam Hardy, the 
captain, said he had had all the “globe 
trotting" he wanted for a while. That 
team ’s record was for one season only 
while the cup has been in more or 
less steady circulation 
for 
twenty 
years. England, A ustralia 
and 
the 
United Stateg have shared the honor 
of holding it during that period. One 
needs only a glance at a map to gain 
some idea of the distance it had to go 
whenever it changed hanas. 
Another notable thing is that the 
silver sides are so closly covered with 
the names of men who have played on 
the various teams that space for ad­ 


ditional engraving had to be 
fo und. 
The Davis Cup itself is a huge bo wl 
o 
sterling silver, which revolves 
o n 
a heavy pedestal . Both the bowl and 
the base bear handsome Georgian 
de­ 
signs of heavy case silver decora­ 
tions on the upper and lower 
rims, 
shading off in hand-chased 
patterns 
where the bowl and pedesfial 
jo in. 
The same design is worked 
o ut in 
heavy silver on the outer rim 
o f the 
tray. The inside o f the bowl is go ld 
plated. 
| 
Some idea o f the size of the tray 
which will serve as a salver fo r the 
cup may be gained from the fact 
that 
it weighs 300 ounces troy, while the 
cup itself 
weighs only 217 
ounces. 
Placed upright 
beside 
the 
cup 
it 
stands more than twice a3 high, 
al­ 
though the cu.p measures thirteen in­ 
ches in height.
